A Darrow View of It 


The murder of little Robert Franks in Chicago is 
undoubtedly one of the most atrocious crimes on record. 

Yet Clarence Darrow, in his final plea for Leopold 
and Loeb, put most of the blame for their plight on 
“unrestrained wealth and foolish luxury.” “Had they 
been poor and trained in poverty,” said he, “with the 
restraints of the poor confronting them, they would have 
been two brilliant boys, without mania, without fantasies 
that lead to crime. . . 
it touches.” 

This is sentimental drivel. Of all the incorrigible 
criminals confined in the jails of the country how many 
come from wealthy homes? A much more acceptable 
explanation both of the Leopold and Loeb crime and of 
all crimes (except such as we like to manufacture by 
statutory law) is contained in a recent article in the 
World’s Work by French Strother. Mr. Strother points 


. Great wealth curses everybody 








to the discovery by Chicago criminologists that crime is 
caused by a physical defect of the lower or emotional 
brain. This defect renders its victis incapable of thi 
feelings that guide and restrain the rest of us. [t is heredi- 
tary and incurable. 

Human beings capable of murdering a little boy as a 
prank would have been criminals whatever their environ 
ment, and idiotic mush about the curse of wealth simply 
beclouds the issue. 

But Mr. Darrow is a socialist.

It took a woman to show up the politicians of thi 
country for the abject cowards they are. Before Ma 
Ferguson’s campaign in Texas had been heard from and 
the prospect of her victory had become apparent, low 
many national platforms and candidates, among = thos 
that really count, had denounced the Ku Klux Klan by 
name? Not one. And now that Ma _ Ferguson has 
shown our brave statesmen the vote-getting value of such 
a course, how many have hastened to follow her example? 
Practically all. To be sure, the slap on the wrist adminis- 
tered the hooded order by General Dawes in Maine 
where the Klan is not quite as strong as it was in Texas 
is hardly to be compared with Ma’s strong rights to the 
solar plexus. But, then, a soldier who expends so much 
steam cursing can hardly be expected to put as much 
into his blows as a quiet litthe woman whose specialty is 
knitting. 

Ma Ferguson deserves the country’s thanks aud con 
gratulations, and so does Texas. And not onty for smear 
ing the Klan. If and when she becomes Governor she 
will disabuse us of the fallacy that government is solely a 
man’s job. Women have made excellent qucelns, good 
business executives, splendid household managers. Whi 
shouldn't they make good governors? Those who say 
that if Ma Ferguson becomes Governor of ‘Texas the real 
Governor will be her husband must all be bachelors.

Ferguson in Texas included both the Ku Klux Klan and 
the Anti-Saloon League—the Holy Alliance. And _ vet 
she triumphed.

(¥ COURSE, all novels are too long. When a 


writer sits down to write a novel he knows that 
he is going to have to make it too long. The meat 
of any 300 page novel (almost any) could easily be 
put into twenty-five pages. In fact, it is probably 
put down on a cuff to start with, and the novelist 
does not help his original idea much when he strings 
it out to 300 pages. 

But the public is used to buying books an inch 
and three-eighths thick, so the prime purpose of a 
novelist has to be to pad. 

He repeats and drawls and drags and drivels, and 
lugs in practically anything to make pages. 

Most fiction is not much good anyway. I don't 
know whether I want to be a book reviewer or not. 
About the only advantage it is going to have is that 
it is going to make me read or look at a lot of books 
that I would never otherwise see. And then there 
are the weekly checks. I can raise the devil with 
them, to make up for the boredom I shall get out of 
most of the books. 

In spite of what I have said about novels, I have 
just read a novel which makes me want to raise the 
devil, and everybody who is, like me, too much in- 
clined to be careful and cautious and on guard, 
ought to read it. Its advice is: “Have some fun.” 
It is far from being a bad novel, as novels go. It is 
“The Unseemly Adventure,” by Ralph Straus (Holt.) 

It is the story of a rich young Englishman, 
Humphrey Dorsett, who is dominated 
mother, and who was settled down to follow 
other people's rules—in contentment—all his days.
